"I'h« of War." 



The game so curiously duhhed " the 
war" is simply pulling at a 
rope, Teams of an even number of 
men take hold of either side and try 
to pull the rope away from their op- 
ponents. The old custom was to pull 

on the ground, but the more satisfac- 
tory custom now is to pull on what 
died cleats ; that is, a w ooden 
plat form three feet, wide and as lone 
as may be necessary, with crossbeams 

of i by i lumber firmly bolted to the 

platform at intervals of six feet, the 
men arranging then me behind 

the other on this platform w ith feet 
I the oro id rope ill 

hand. This |i a cleanly game, while 
the old met hod of burrow i r i • - In |li,' 
soft earth was a filthy and unpleasant 
competition. The men stand onthcir 

feet one behind the other, each with 

his loot at his cleat, grasp the rope. 



which must he one and one half inches 
in diameter, and at the signal drop 
backward Io an almost horizonal posi- 
tion, and pull. It is usual to place a 
ribbon around the centre of the rope, 
which ribbon is, at the start, exactly 
over the centre crease. Two other 
ribbons are tied around the rope 
twelve feet from the centre one; and 
eit her side pulling their Opponents' rib- 
bon up to the centre crease, that is, hav- 
ulled I u civ e feet of rope away 
from the other side, is adjudged the 
winner. \ 

Drawing lor positions is not made 
by those teams which have entered on 

the programme, but by those who ao- 
t ually present themselves to complete, 

so that no team can get a walkover 
by havi ng their drawn opponents ab- 
sent. With tWO teams, il is usual to 
pull the best tw OUl 01 three trials, 
although one is sometimes considered 
sufficient. With any other number, 

the captains of the teams actually pre- 
sent when the game is called, draw 

numbers from a hat. With three 
teams. No. 1 and No. *J pull ; the se- 
cond pull, Nus. l' and ;(. and for the 
third pull, Nos. :t aid 1. When four 
teams are represented, Nos. 1 and '2 
pull, then Nos. :t and I, and the two 
winners pull the final. With live 
teams, Nos. I and •_' pull, then Nos. :i 
and I, and No. 6 has a bye ; then the 
winner of the first heat between Nos. 
I and '.' pulls with No. ... and the 
winner of this heat pulls the final 
with the winner of the second heat in 
the (irst round, which was between 
Nos. .'! and I. With six teams, the 

first pulls arc between Nos. i and 2, 
Nos. :l and (, .and Nos. 6 .and il ; then 

the winners of the lirsl and see I 

heats, and the winner of this heat 
pulls the final with the winner of the 
third heat. For numbers above six, 
the arrangement is on the same prin- 
ciple as shown in 1 he preceding. 
After a man has once pulled in a 
trial tug, he must uontinue to the end, 
and no substitute can represent him 

in a subsequent pull.

In an article in the .lot i:\vi Nome 

time ago, I wrote my impressions on 

the above school. As il treated almost 
entirely on the art of teaching em- 
ployed by its Superintendent, Prof. 
Weston Jenkins, and the results he 
SOUght, I cannot, without doing in- 
justice to th,' school, let il pass with- 
out enlarging a little on the results 

achieved and the further fruits to be 
forthcoming. 
The first thine- th,. x uutor perceives 

on entering the school, is the home- 
like air that pervades everywhere. 

lie sees nothing but industry,' health, 
politeness and felicity. Ili- almost 
forgets it, is a school. The pupils 
are treated like so many children, 

their Superintendent ami his offioers 

their parents, and the school their 
home. The fact of their being deaf 
and dumb, barred them from under- 
standing .and enjoying the lde 
as hearing children do, they appeal 
strongly to the sympat hies ' of man- 
kind. It entitles them to greater 
consideration and kindness than those 
who can hear and speak. With this 
idea borne in mind. Prof. Jenkins 
has been very careful, and 1 am happy 

io say quite successful, in employing 

the services of only the right people 
in the right places. With not a single 
exception, the teachers and officers are 
in sympathy with the ideas and me- 
thods advocated by Prof. Jenkins, 
the main rule being one learns and 

improves more by kindness than by 

precept. Prof. How hand K. Lloyd 
is the teacher of the highest class. 
His abilities in t his direct ion are loo 
well and favorably known to require 
greater praise from my pen. He has 
been a teacher for many years al the 
New York Institution, where he was 
greatly respected for the great power 
of his intellectual force. He was one 
of the first to come to this school, 
when it started, but was soon dis- 
charged, tin' only fault being that he 
is deaf. Last year he was reinstated, 
when changes in the Board ol' Trus- 
tees look place, and those now com- 
posing it are men who understand the 

needs of the school and perceived the 

indispensable services Mr. Lloyd can 

give. Mrs. Mary P. K.rw in", Mrs. 
Miller, Misses Bunting, (Jillin and 
Snowden, have charge of the other 
classes. To praise thcni would be 

like gilding pure gold. 

The school is quite fortunate in sc- 
ouring Miss Hawkins as the teacher 
of drawing. She understands her 
business thoroughly. Her pupils can 
draw much better than any I have 
seen done by others in other institu- 
tions for the time devoted to this 
branch. 

Mr II. B, Wood teaches printing, 
A monthly gaeette, "The Silent Wor- 
ker," and a daily paper, "The Daily 
Bullet in" arc published from his office, 

ami they speak louder for themselves 

than I can hear. 

Mr. Peter (iall'ney is (he teacher of 
Carpentering and cabinet making. 
The results arc often quite astonishing. 
lie docs not leach only how to make 

this ami that, lie teaches the prin- 
ciples and rules of building houses. 
Mathematics and drawings appear 
continually on his blackboard. The 
pupils made a large model of a house 

that will till the breast of an experi- 
enced journeyman carpenter with 
pride. 

The shoemaking department is 

■ n bv Mr. Walter Whalen, who 

proud of bis pupils' for their 

ability to turn out boots and shoes 

that will compare favorably with the 

best that can be had ill the market. 

Mrs. Mary 1,. Kills is the supe 
of the bovs. She is skilful in giving 
prescriptions and take of the 

sick. She docs il with so much pa 



tient sweetness and kindness that she 
is called the Florence Nightingale of 
New Jersey. 

Mrs. Nellie Jones, the supcrvisoi of 
the girls, arc appreciated by the latter 
so much that home-sickness is almost 
Unknown among them. 

Miss Kate Flynn, the matron, never 

let anything escape her observation 
to keep everything ship-shape and 
comfortable for even body. 

It is always a very pleasant thing 

to see the steward, fir, John Wright. 

His laughing eyes and good humor 

bring sunshine and warmth wherever 

s. He sees that everything is 

provided, and never a hitch happened. 

Once when I was visiting the school, 
the cook put it in her head to leave 
Without notice. Mr. Wrighl WM 
equal to tin' occasion. He took off his 
coat, rolled up bis sleeves and cooked 
our dinner. It was so tine that we 
were strongly inclined to ask the 
Trustees to keep him as our cook ! 

The line and beautiful grounds and 
flowers around the Institution bear 
testimony to the patience and skill of 
Mr. Elijah ('. Kurd, the assistant 
steward. 

The teachers and officers arc not 
automatons. They do not cease and 

rest when they are through with 
their duties. On the contrary, they 
do all they can to eUOOUrage every 

good quality in the pupils out of 

school or shops. They would en- 
courage good baseball playing, lawn 
tennis and all healthy exercises, meet 
in the chapel to give stories on all 
matters of science, art and letters, eu- 
coura.ee reading, etc. 

The pupils study and work with 
"real /est, as if it were play to them. 
which is speaking very well of them. 

Mr. Gaffney would go to the city, 

meet his brother carpenters, tell them 
of the wonderful things the deaf 
could do and have done, and bring 
them to the Institution to sec the 
results. 

Mr. Walcn is tireless in showing 
everything his boys make. MisB 
Hawkins would call together her pu- 
pils to come out and see the work of 

ot her art ists and encourage them to 

do their best. These things encour- 
age ambition and (hex are more deter- 
mined to succeed than ever. 

The above is a pretty picture, but 
will it last long? There is one ureal 
obstacle, for which t he Superintendent 
and the officers .arc not responsible. 

It is that the Institution buildings and 
grounds are very small and inade- 
quate for proper exercise of mind and 
body. Tin' building was formerly 
the Home for orphans of soldiers. 

It was turned into the School for 
deal-mutes. After hard thinking and 
labor, the school rooms were parti- 
tioned off, and they look like so many 
packing boxes, where light and venti- 
lation arc insufficient. The printing 
office is so small and crowded that 
almost a " pi" cannot happen even if 
tried. 

The dining room is in the basement, 
where il is rather too dark and damp 
to remain long. The scared v of room, 
light and venilation, is observed al- 
most everywhere, especially al the 
shops. It u imperative to furnish the 

school with larger buildings to suit 
their needs, and I hope il will be look- 
ed after immediately bj the New 
Jersey legislature. A beautiful plant, 

growing between tWO paving stones, 
will wither and die in spite of the 
greatest care, unless the stones arc re 
mov ed to give it room.
